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II.         San  Francisco  International  Airport 

A.  James  Carpenter. 

Susan  Pontious  showed  r-enderjngs  of  the  sculptural  element 
designed  by  James  Carpenter  wliich  will  work  within  the  truss 
system.  The  forms  will  affect  the  light  entering  the  main 
terminal,  and  create  a  surface  for  artifical  lighting  at 
night.   When  viewed  from  below,  the  180  ft. -long  fiberglass 
forms  may  have  the  appearance  of  dirigibles. 

Under  the  first  contract,  the  artist  investigated  several 
different  forms,  finally  selecting  the  design  known  as  shell 
form  #4,  which  has  longitudinal  louvers.  During  the  next 
phase,  he  will  continue  work  on  structural  issues,  create  a 
1/4"  or  1/2"  scale  model  and  further  refine  the  budget. 

Susan  is  still  negotiating  with  the  architects  for 
architectural  credits  for  what  the  sculptures  will  replace. 
She  requested  that  the  committee  allocate  another  $40,000 
for  design  development.  The  artist  has  already  received 
$15,000  for  conceptual  design  and  $40,000  for  the  first

B.  Flight  History  Center 

The  Airport  Commission  has  requested  tiiat  the  Art  Commission 
consider  allocating  up  to  $500,000  of  the  art  budget  to 
enhance  the  interior  space  and  create  exhibition 
opportunities  in  an  aeronaut2c:s  museum  in  the  nevvi 
International  Terminal. 

They  have  proi:)osed  to  locate  the  museum  in  a  40 'x  80 '  ,  two- 
story  space  near  the  entrance  to  Concourse  A,  and  are 
proposing  that  the  interior  space  be  i-eminiscent  of  the 
original  airport  terminal.  The  original  terminal  was 
designed  in  the  California  Mission  style  with  inlaid  floors, 
arched  doorways,  col"fered  ceilings,  wrought-iron  balconies 
and  chcinde  I  i  e  rs  . 
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The  idea  was  introduced  to  the  Airport  Art  Steering 
Committee,  which  would  support  the  idea  if  artists  were  free 
to  collaborate  with  the  architects  in  the  design  of  the 
space  and  to  interpret  the  previous  lobby  rather  than  re- 
create it. 

The  Visual  Art  Committee  agreed  that  a  more  developed 
proposal  was  needed  before  a  decision  could  be  made. 
Jason  Yuen  will  speak  to  EJ sa  Cameron  regarding  the 
development  of  the  program  foi-  the  space.  If  she  agrees  to 
take  this  on,  the  Art  Commission's  consultant  Roger  Berry 
can  work  with  her  to  identify  opportunities  for  artist 
involvement.  The  additional  work  on  Berry's  part  may  require 
a  small  increase  in  his  fee.

III.       Civic  Center  Courthouse 

A.  Clerk's  Corridoi^.  Nori  Sato  and  Bill  Maxwell. 
Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  artists  had  just  attended  a 
luncheon  meeting  with  several  judges  anti  the  project 
architects,  and  that  tliey  were  able  to  achieve  consnsus  as 
to  the  preferred  alternative  for  the  design  of  the  Corridor 
floor.  The  color  is  stili  under  consideration. 

Nori  Sato  presented  a  slide  show  of  the  terrazzo-making 
process,  and  Bill  Maxwell  presented  the  approved  design.  The 
design  creat.es  a  sense  of  a  wave-like  motion,  as  if  tlie 
central  tables  were  shapes  moving  in  water.  The  terrazzo 
will  be  a  single  color.  Divider  strips  would  be  zinc  metal 
of  varying  widths  and  lengths,  to  refer  to  the  metal  used  in 
the  building,  and  may  possibly  include  other  colors  as  well. 

Stone  samples   representing  the  range  of  colors  and 
materials  to  be  used  in  the  building  were  presented.  They 
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include  two  tones  ot  marble,  light  beige  and  brons,'  and  a 
creme  colored  limestone,  a  green-tinted  glass  and  stainless 
steel.  Central  light  fixtures  will  consist  of  pendent 
slumped  glass  forms  housing  fiorescent  lights. 

The  artists  wili  undertake  a  viiriety  of  experiments  to 
produce  several  potential  color  samples  for  the  floor.  They 
will  work  with  the  architect's  suggestion  of  a  ceiadon  color 
as  well  as  other  coloi's  that  will  compliment  the  building 
palette . 

Judge  Wick  and  the  architects  stated  that  they  wished  to  see 
a  color  which  would  be  harmonious  with  the  over-all  design 
of  the  building.  Tt  was  noted  by  several  individuals  that 
the  key  to  the  artists*  idea  was  the  ability  to  communicate 
the  wave  concept.  An  overly  reflective  surface  or  Light 
color  would  ruin  the  concept. 

The  artists  asked  for  approval  of  their  design  so  that  they 
can  move  on  to  further  color  studies.

II.         Civic  Center  Court  House 
A.  Combined  Entry  Projects 

Albert  Paley  presented  his  designs  for  the  Combined  Entry 
Projects,  including  the  entrance  gates,  security  screens 
elevator  doors  and  elevator  railing  brackets.  Paley  showed 
a  model  of  an  organic,  plant-like  form  in  stainless  steel, 
representing  the  design  motif  which  will  be  continuously 
repeated  throughout  the  entry  area,  in  a  variety  of 
materials  and  treatments.  The  entry  gate  detailing  and 
security  screen  material  will  be  stainless  steel,  to 
relate  to  the  use  of  steel  in  the  rest  of  the  building. 
The  theme  will  be  repeated  on  the  glass  panels  of  the 
doors,  by  either  etching  or  use  of  ceramic  frit.  Etched 
stainless  steel  doors  and  railing  brackets  on  the  elevator 
materials  will  also  carry  the  theme. 

The  artist  stated  that  building  is  based  on  the  Beaux  Arts 
tradition,  in  which  organic  form  was  often  referenced.  The 
design  includes  ribbon  and  leaf  shapes  which  intertwine  to 
form  a  pleasing  silhouette,  contrasting  to  the  rationality 
of  the  building. 

Paley  Studios  will  design  and  fabricate  all  of  the 
elements  of  the  Combined  Entry  Projects. 

Judge  Daniel  Michael  Hanlon,  chair  of  the  judges' 
construction  committee,  expressed  the  committee's  whole- 
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hearted  approval  of  the  project.  The  project  architect, 
Mark  Cavendero ,  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  artist's 
design . 

Motion  to  approve  the  design  of  the  Combined 
Entry  Projects  for  the  Civic  Center  Courthouse, 
and  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  enter  into  agreement  with  Paley 
Studios  for  up  to  $230,000  for  design  and 
fabrication  for  Combined  Entry  Projects.

B,  First  Floor  Clerk's  Cori'idor 

Jill  Manton  informed  the  committee  that  the  judges  did  not 
feel  that  terrazzo  is  an  appropriate  material  for  the 
court  house.   She  asked  the  committee  to  listen  to  the 
testimony  of  those  involved  and  allow  a  meeting  between 
the  judges  and  Commissioner  Healy  before  reaching  a 
decision  on    the  project.  Cancellation  of  the  project  would 
free  S45,000  for  use  as  contingency  or  for  other  projects. 
She  also  stated  that  the  artists  would  be  entitled  to  some 
additional  compensation  because  they  had  been  paid  only 
S3,  750  each,  which  they  had  agreed  to  do  because  of  the 
expectation  of  receiving  a  S45,000  contract  in  the  future. 

Judge  Hanlon  stated  that  the  judges'  committee  had 
considered  not  including  the  project  last  summer,  but  had 
agreed  to  Commissioner  Healy' s  request  to  give  the 
artist's  the  opportunity  to  develop  an  idea.  The  judges 
approved  the  artists'  initial  proposal  but  with 
reservations  as  to  the  color.  Although  the  artists 
presented  over  100  color  samples,  in  the  end  the  judges 
concurred  that  the  problem  was  the  use  of  terrazzo,  which 
they  believe  doesn't  relate  to  the  solidity  of  the  marble 
in  the  entrance  lobby.  Judge  Hanlon  repeated  the  judges' 
opinion  that  they  respect  the  artists  and  their  abilities 
but  the  floor  material  is  not  suitable.  The  judges  want 
the  building  to  be  as  substantial  and  timeless  as  City 
Hall  and  the  rest  of  civic  center.  If  the  project  is 
cancelled,  it  might  be  possible  to  use  the  $45,000  budget 
to  carry  the  theme  presented  by  Albert  Paley  into  the 
upper  floor  elevator  doors. 

Charles  Drulis,  principle  of  Ross,  Drulis,  Architects, 
showed  the  color  and  materials  palette  for  the  Clerk's 
corridor,  and  stated  that,  from  the  architect's  point  of 
view,  as  the  design  of  the  building  developed,  terrazzo 
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became  less  relevant  to  the  feel  of  the  building.  From  the 
purest  sense,  marble  should  be  included  in  the  corridor  to 
ensure  continuity, 

Michael  Ross,  of  Ross,  Drulis,  said  that  the  judges  had 
been  through  a  learning  process  over  the  last  9  months, 
and  that  they  now  favor  the  use  of  polished  marble  in  the 
corridor. 

Nori  Sato  and  Bill  Maxwell,  the  project  artists,  presented 
the  previously  approved  design  and  latest  round  of  color 
samples  which  they  had  developed  for  the  floor.  Sato 
explained  the  development  and  rational  of  the  design  and 
described  the  color  relationship  between  the  terrazzo  and 
the  marble.  The  artists  pointed  out  the  layout  of  the 
clerk's  corridor  and  entrance  lobby,  and  noted  the 
transition  between  the  two  areas. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  postpone  the  decision  and  asked 
that  a  special  meeting  be  set  up  after  March  17th,  to 
include  Judge  Hanlon.  Director  Winship  thanked  the  artists 
for  their  work  on  the  project  and  said  that  the  decision 
would  require  careful  consideration  because  of  its  impact 
on  the  project  and  the  precedent  it  might  set  in  other 
projects . 

III.  New  Main  Library 

Nayland  Blake  described  his  proposal  for  the  stair  wall  of 
the  library,  entitled  Constellation.    The  wall  will  consist 
of  slate  panels  each  supporting  9  lights,  for  a  total  of 
360  lights.  Each  light  will  illuminate  the  name  of  a  20th 
Century  author  whose  works  can  be  found  in  the  library. 
160  names  w-ill  be  installed  to  start;  a  plan  will  be 
developed  to  add  5  names  per  year  until  the  wall  is 
filled. 

The  selection  of  the  names  was  made  through  a  public 
process  designed  by  the  artist,  former  Commissioner  Genny 
Lim,  and  the  Library.  A  guidance  committee  was  formed  made 
up  of  individuals  suggested  by  the  Friends  of  the  Public 
Library  and  local  academics.  The  16  members  of  the 
committee  each  contributed  10  names.  Blake  researched  the 
authors'  biographies  and  then  presented  the  names  at 
public  meetings  at  4  branch  libraries  for  discussion.  The 
final  decision  on  the  list  was  made  by  the  guidance 
committee  after  considering  the  public's  input.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  new  interactive  terminals  in  the  library 
would  contain  a  section  giving  information  about  the 
authors  on  the  wall. 
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Motion  to  approve  the  list  of  authors'  names  for 
"Constellation"  Project  at  the  New  Main  Library.

IV.         Airport 
Kathryn  Gustafson 

Kathryn  Gustafson  introduced  a  new  proposal  for  the  end 

departure  area  of  Concourse  G.  The  departure  area  is  a 
two-story  space,  entered  from  the  upper  floor  with 

escalators  leading  to  the  boarding  area  and  gate  podiums 

below.  A  large  oval  opening  in  the  center,  surrounded  by  a 

glass  railing  will  provide   visual  interaction  between  the 
two  levels . 

Gustafson  will  create  two  steel  U-shaped  forms  which  will 
rest  4"  above  the  glass  railing,  so  that  together  they 
form  the  standard  42"  high  guard  rail.  A  light  at  the  top 
edge  of  the  glass  will  illuminate  the  steel  and  the  glass, 
creating  a  "halo"  effect  which  will  be  visible  from  a 
distance  on  the  second  level  and  also  from  below.  The  tw-o 
steel  forms  will  have  the  appearance  of  two  magnets, 
attracting  each  other  but  not  touching.  Although  the  steel 
will  be  suspended,  it  will  be  immobilized  by  the  cabling. 

Gustafson  provided  a  study  of  the  sight  lines,  which 
indicates  that  passengers  on  the  upper  floor  will  have  a 
clear  view  of  the  gate  personnel  and  signage  below. 

The  Committee  complemented  the  artist  on  her  proposal  and 
approved  a  motion  for  the  next  phase  of  the  project, 
pending  approval  of  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee. 

Motion  to  approve  the  conceptual  proposal  by 
Kathryn  Gustafson  for  Concourse  G,  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  pending  approval  by  the 
Airport  Art  Steering  Conunittee,  and 
authorization  to  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  with  the  artist 
for  Design  Development  for  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $40,000.

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Keith  Sonnier 

Tonia  Macneil  and  Architect  Jamie  Baer  of  Group  4 
introduced  Keith  Sonnier 's  revised  proposal  for  the 
sterile  corridor  in  Concourse  G.  The  architects'  new 
design  provides  for  a  ceiling  in  the  shape  of  a  wide  "M" . 
Walls  of  the  sterile  corridor  will  vary  betvreen  stone  and 
translucent  glass  panels  pro\'iding  natural  light  into  the 
space . 

The  15'ceiling  of  the  1000'  long  space  will  be  lit  from  a 
suspended  fixture,  so  that  it  is  a  uniform  yellow  tone. 
Every  52  feet,  a  2  f t .  wide  beam  will  cross  the  space, 
disappearing  into  the  lowered  central  portion  of  the 
ceiling  and  re-appearing  on  the  other  side.  The  beams  will 
be  lit  on  the  bottom  edge  by  red  or  blue  neon,  which  will 
seem  to  disappear  and  reappear  along  with  the  beam.  The 
periodic,  alternating  bands  of  color  will  create  a 
progression  down  the  corridor,  which  will  be  reflected  in 
the  polished  terrazzo  floor.  All  other  light  required  to 
illuminate  the  space  will  be  at  8'  feet  or  below,  and 
aimed  downwards.  As  a  result,  strong  color  will  be  the 
dominant  effect  above  8',  while  white  light  and  natural 
light  will  illuminate  the  passengers  as  they  move  through 
the  space.  The  effect  of  the  lighting  will  vary  during  the 
day  and  through  the  length  of  the  corridor,  as  the  amount 
of  natural  light  varies. 

Commissioners  commented  that  the  use  of  only  red  and  blue 
did  not  appear  to  provide  enough  variation,  and  that 
additional  colors  should  be  considered.  They  felt  that  it 
was  difficult  to  get  a  sense  of  the  project  from  the 
drawings  and  requested  that  a  simulation  showing  the 
actual  neon  be  provided  before  giving  approval  for  a 
design  development  contract.  They  agreed  to  approve  the 
concept  with  conditions  and  increase  the  amount  of  the 
conceptual  design  contract  to  cover  additional 
presentation  costs. 

Motion  to  approve  the  proposal  by  Keith  Sonnier 
for  the  sterile  corridor  in  Concourse  G,  with 
the  condition  that  the  variety  of  colors  be 
increased  and  that  a  mock-up  of  the  project  be 
provided  before  approval  of  a  design  development 
contract;  approval  of  an  increase  in  the 
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conceptual  design  contract  with  Keith  Sonnier 
for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,  for 
preparation  of  a  model  and  further  lighting 
studies .

V.  Fire  Station  #39 

Susan  Pontious  asked  the  Committee  to  select  an  artist  to 
create  a  circular  stained  glass  window  for  the  Portola 
District  fire  station,  which  is  under  renovation.  The  32" 
diameter  \vindow  will  be  located  above  the  equipment  doors. 
It  will  be  back-lit  at  night  so  that  it  will  be  visible 
from  a  distance.   The  architect,  Mike  Pierron,  and  Fire 
Chief  James  Lynch  were  present  to  answer  questions.  The 
panel  viewed  slides  of  7  artists,  and  unanimously  selected 
Mark  McDonnell  for  the  commission. 

Motion  to  approve  the  selection  of  Mark 
McDonnell  to  create  a  work  of  art  for  Fire 
Station  #39,  and  authorization  to  the  Director 
of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  with 
the  artist  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,000  to 
design  and  implement  the  project.

VI .  Fire  Station  #25 

Phillip  Sowers  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  requested 
that  the  Committee  approve  a  waiver  of  the  art  enrichment 
requirement  for  Fire  Station  #25.  The  Station  will  be 
upgraded  and  a  small  addition  added  to  the  back,  however 
it  is  located  in  an  unused  area  of  Third  Street  and  is  not 
visible  to  the  public.  The  amount  of  funding  available  for 
art  enrichment  is  S30,000. 

Motion  to  grant  a  waiver  of  the  art  enrichment 
requirement  for  Fire  Station  #25.

VII.  Ocean  Beach  Art  Project 

The  Selection  Panel  for  the  Ocean  Beach  Art  Project, 
consisting  of  Al  Wong,  artist,  John  Katz ,  Muni 
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representative,  and  Eleanor  Beaton,  curator,  met  to  review 
slides  and  select  finalists  for  the  S40,000  project.  The 
selected  finalists  will  make  proposals  and  bring  them  to 
the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  final  approval. 

Beaton  reminded  the  Committee  that  the  guidelines  for  the 
project  stated  that  the  artwork  be  suitable  for  the  site 
in  scale  and  materials,  incorporate  historic  Muni 
photographs,  and  reference  the  history  of  the  site.  In 
addition,  the  urban  design  elements  of  the  sight  were  to 
be  considered  in  developing  the  design. 

Although  the  Civic  Design  Committee  had  requested  that  the 
site  be  master-planned  before  further  work  on  the  planned 
buildings  or  the  art,  staff  reminded  the  Committee  that 
master-planning  is  not  under  the  Commission's 
jurisdiction,  and  that  Muni  did  not  have  funds  available 
for  that  work. 


The  Panel  recommended  that  three  artists  be  invited  to 
make  proposals:  Robert  Catalucci,  Ray  Beldnei"  and  Anita 
Margrill.

III.       Ocean  Heach  Project 

In  response  to  the  Committee's  concerns  about  the 
durability  of  materials  at  the  last  Committee  meeting, 
Ray  Beldner  presented  a  revised  proposal  for  artwork  at 
the  Ocean  Beach  Muni  terminus. 

He  has  selected  a  new  material ,  perforated  stainless 
steel,  which  is  reflective,  indestructible  and  can  be 
replaced,  to  form  the  framework  of  the  five  sculptures. 
Lighting  will  be  vandal-resistant,  in  the  ground  a  few 
feet  away  from  the  figures  so  as  to  light  them  from 
below.  Articulation  of  the  figures  to  show  detail  will  be 
done  with  black  epoxy  paint  sprayed  on  both  sides. 
Photographic  images  and  text  will  be  etched  on  steel 
plates  and  attached  to  the  figures  at  eye-height. 
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Sculptures  will  be  situated  on  a  new  path  configuration 
which  will  allow  people  the  opportunity  to  meander 
through  the  space . 

Issues  which  were  discussed  included  the  gauge  of  the 

steel,  the  effect  of  the  limited  dimensions  of  a  sheet  of 

steel,  and  configuring  the  structural  forms  to  augment 
the  design  of  the  figures.

V.    New  Main  Library 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  Blakeway's  bid  to 
fabricate  the  hanging  sculpture  was  $66,503  including 
bond.   Alice  Aycock  had  agreed  to  contribute  $10,800  of 
her  own  funds  toward  the  cost  of  producing  the  hanging 
sculpture.   She  reported  that  the  Art  Commission  would 
contribute  $55,703  towards  the  project,  and  that  this 
would  leave  the  Art  Commission  with  a  $9,000  contingency 
fund  until  the  end  of  the  project.   She  said  that  both 
she  and  Jill  Manton  felt  this  was  adequate,  and 
recommended  proceeding  with  the  project.   The  Committee 
agreed  by  consensus.   Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the 
Commission  had  already  approved  entering  into  contract 
for  up  to  $61,000  for  the  hanging  piece  at  the  last 
Commission  meeting. 

V.    San  Francisco  International  Airport 

A.    Susan  Pontious  reported  on  the  Airport 
Commission  response  to  art  proposals  by  James  Carpenter, 
Su-Chen  Hung,  Lewis  deSoto,  Ann  Preston  and  Keith 
Sonnier.   They  approved  everything  with  the  exception  of 
Su-Chen  Hung ' s  video  project.   FIS  will  not  allow  live 
video  projection  into  the  sterile  area.   Also,  the 
Airport  would  not  allow  the  "Live  from  Embarcadero 
Center"  on  the  video  as  it  violates  their  ban  on 
advertising.   They  also  requested  changes  to  Lewis 
deSoto's  design.   They  did  not  want  the  arrows  indicating 
wind  patterns,  and  would  like  the  continents  indicated. 
Susan  reported  that  the  artist  will  have  to  redesign 
anyway  for  cost  reasons,  and  is  now  looking  at  the 
arrivals  lobby  as  a  site. 
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B.    Jill  Manton  requested  approval  to  reimburse  herself 
and  Susan  Pontious  for  travel  expenses  to  visit  and 
inspect  the  Denver  Airport.

New  Muni  Project  -  700  Pennsylvania  Street 
Jill  Manton  explained  that  art  enrichment  for  the  700 
Pennsylvania  Project  was  not  mandated  by  law  because  the 
renovation  of  the  building  did  not  involve  changing  the 
footprint  of  the  existing  building  in  any  way.  Based  upon 
an  expression  of  community  support  evidenced  at  a  recent 
meeting,  Muni  would  like  to  allocate  up  to  a  maximum  of 
$100,000  to  have  an  artist  work  on  the  project.  The 
Commissioners  agreed  to  support  Muni's  recommendation  to 
work  with  Robert  Catalusci,  the  artist  previously 
selected  for  the  delayed  Woods  Facility  Project,  which  is 
similar  in  scope  to  the  Pennsylvania  Street  project.  The 
Commissioners  said  that  they  would  not  guarantee  that 
Robert  Catalusci  would  be  awarded  the  Woods  Project 
commission  when  it  finally  goes  forward.  At  that  time, 
the  Commission  may  choose  to  select  another  artist 
through  a  public  competition.

New  DusinesH 


A.    Public  Art  Program  Issues 

Commissioners  discussed  the  proposed  Ordinance  change  and 
agreed  that  language  should  be  added  tiiat  provided  that 
the  total  art  enrichment  allocation  for  each  project 
should  be  not  less  thart  1%  and  no  greater  than  2%. 
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The  Commissioners  also  reviewed  topics  for  inclusion  in 
the  Public  Art  Program  Fact  Sheet  being  developed  by 
staff. 

Staff  and  Commissioners  engaged  in  a  discussion  of  some 
of  the  critical  issues  facing  the  program  and  its  future 
development.  A  suggestion  was  made  to  seek  an  allocation 
from  the  Executive  Committee  to  continue  Commission  PR 
efforts.  Commissioner  Meyer  suggested  that,  for  example, 
when  the  Library  irii  tiat.es  their  PR  campaign  for  the 
grand  opening  of  the  New  Main,  the  Commission  migiit  work 
on  a  parallel  track  to  garner  positive  press  for  ti»e  art 
program. 

B.    California  Art  Preservation  Act 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  City  Attorney  had  suggested 
that  the  Commission  consider  how  they  wished  to  respond 
to  the  California  Art.  Preservation  Act  relative  to 
artist's  contracts.  The  (Commissioners  stated  their 
position  that  when  the  art  was  integrated  into  the 
building  or  facilit.y's  construction,  if  due  to 
programmatic  changes,  operational  needs  or  safety,  the 
building  had  to  be  changed  and  therefore,  the  artwork 
destroyed  or  removed  as  a  consequence  of  that  action, 
then  they  believed  it  was  appropriate  for  the  Commission 
to  request  that  the  art.ists  waive  their  rights  for 
protection  under  tliis  law. 

However,  the  (commissioners  felt  very  strongly  that  in 
situations  where  the  ait.  was  not  int.egrai  to  the  building 
or  structure,  it.  should  he  removed  or  dismantled  in 
accordance  with  the  artist's  instructions.  They  firmly 
stated  their  posit.ion  that  in  these  instances,  the 
artists'  right. s  should  be  protected  by  law  and  that  our 
contracts  must  reflect  this. 

VITI.      Market  Street  Art  in  Transit 

Eleanor  Beaton  updated  Committee  members  on  the  Market 
Street  banner  project,  and  plans  to  process  with  a  new 
series  of  banners  designed  by  James  Lambertus.   Three 
other  artists  -  Hideo  Yoshida,  Caryl  Henry,  and  Richard 
Armstrong  -  had  also  been  selected  to  do  banner  projects. 
Fiinds  have  been  reserved  for  this  next  series,  howeverf 
fundraising  will  be  required  in  order  to  finance  future 
banner  series.  Because  future  f»inding  is  uncertain, 
Beaton  requested  (Committee  approval  to  offer  the  selected 
artists  an  alternative  opportunity,  to  each  design   a 
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poster  series  for  the  Market  Street  kioskst  Committee 
members  agreed.

IV.   San  Francisco  International  Airport 

A.    Vito  Acconci  -  Conceptual  Design,  International 

Terminal 
Vito  Acconci  has  been  working  closely  with  the  architects  to 
develop  a  new  proposal  for  artwork  in  the  International 
Terminal.  The  project  will  be  located  in  one  of  the  transfer 
corridors  on  the  second  floor.  All  arriving  passengers 
transferring  to  domestic  flights  will  pass  through  this 
area. 

The  corridor,  located  on  the  arrivals  level,  is  next  to  the 
outer  glass  wall  of  the  terminal,  and  will  be  visible  to 
traffic  leaving  the  airport. 

The  inside  wall  of  the  glassed-in  corridor  will  contain 
phone  booths,  automatic  teller  machines  and  other  amenities 
as  a  stopping  point  between  flights.  Acconci  proposes  to  re- 
design the  architecture  so  that  portions  of  the  walls  will 
slide  up  onto  the  ceiling  to  reveal  alcoves  in  which  the 
amenities  and  seating  will  be  located.  The  edges  of  the 
architectural  slices  will  be  lined  with  light,  which  will 
provide  the  foot-candles  for  the  corridor. 

If  it  is  feasible  financially  and  technically,  the  opening 

provided  by  the  moved  walls  will  allow  a  view  into  the 

innards  of  the  building.  The  concept  might  also  be  extended 

to  allow  the  'mobile'  walls  to  penetrate  the  glass  exterior 
wall  so  that  they  protrude  into  the  open  air. 

Commissioner  Meyer  stated  that  the  project  would  only  be 
interesting  if  the  interior  of  the  building  could  be  seen, 
but  that  fire  safety  would  be  a  major  challenge  in 
implementing  that  portion  of  the  concept.

B .  James  Carpenter  -  Final  Design,  International  Terminal 
James  Carpenter  presented  the  final  design  of  the  four 
winged-forms  which  will  be  located  in  the  central  skylights 
of  the  new  International  Terminal.  Each  form  is  165  ft.  long 
and  25  ft.  wide.  During  the  day,  the  forms  will  modulate 
light  coming  into  the  space,  creating  an  edge  of  colored 
light,  a  corona  pattern  projected  onto  the  floor  of  the 
terminal.  At  night,  the  forms  will  reflect  the  interior 
light  back  into  the  space,  so  that  they  will  be  wedges  of 
light  against  the  dark  sky  beyond.

C .  Ann  Preston  -  Design  Development,  Concourse  A 

Ann  Preston  presented  materials  and  color  samples  for  the 
proposed  blue  light  dome  for  the  sterile  corridor  at 
Concourse  A.  The  diameter  of  the  dome  is  15  ft.  It  will  be 
formed  of  thousands  of  translucent  tetrahedrons  stacked  in  a 
repeated  pattern,  and  lit  from  behind  through  a  blue  filter. 

In  addition,  Preston  proposes  to  design  a  surface  for  four 
alcoves  in  the  corridor,  using  a  pattern  of  organic  forms. 
If  it  is  financially  feasible,  she  plans  to  design  rosettes 
in  the  floor  below  the  dome  and  between  the  moving  walkways, 
which  would  echo  the  design  of  the  dome  and  walls. 
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ACTION:    Approval  of  conceptual  design  by  Ann  Preston  for 
the  sterile  corridor  of  Concourse  A  at  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.

D.    Keith  Sonnier  -  Final  Design,  Concourse  G 
Keith  Sonnier  presented  the  final  design  and  materials  for 
the  lighting  piece  to  be  located  in  the  sterile  corridor  of 
Concourse  G.  The  design  is  the  same  as  presented  and 
approved  previously.  The  central  fixture  has  been  designed 
so  that  yellow  light  will  project  onto  the  ceiling  and  white 
light  will  project  down  to  the  moving  walkways.  Red  or  blue 
neon  will  be  housed  inside  each  of  the  36  beams  which  span 
the  corridor  at  52'  intervals.  The  effect  will  be  of  a 
glowing  yellow  ceiling  and  bars  of  color  reflecting  off  of 
the  walls  and  floors  as  one  moves  through  the  space.  The 
neon  will  be  backed  by  a  ribbed  architectural  material  with 
a  metallic  surface  to  provide  a  structural  rationale  for  the 
light. 

The  Committee  viewed  the  materials  proposed  by  the 
architects  for  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  sterile  corridor 
and  commented  that  they  appear  to  be  different  from  those 
originally  discussed  by  the  architects,  and  possibly  less 
effective  in  supporting  the  artist's  intentions  for  the 
space .

V.    Art  Commission  Gallery 

Director  Rupert  Jenkins  presented  a  report  on  the  status  of 
various  gallery  projects.  The  last  permits  have  been 
received,  so  that  work  can  finally  begin  on  the  renovation 
of  the  new  space  at  401  Van  Ness.  The  gallery  is  now 
projected  to  open  in  early  December,  with  an  opening  show  by 
Techne ,  a  group  of  artists  using  technology.  Exhibitions  by 
artists  previously  approved  the  Art  Commission  will  be 
calendered  for  the  upcoming  year. 

"Camp" ,  a  City  Site  installation  by  artists  Janet  Silk  and 
Ian  pollock,  will  open  October  7.  Concurrent  with  that 
project  will  be  a  slide  installation  in  the  window  at  155 
Grove  Street,  presented  in  conjunction  with  Open  Studios, 
and  a  presentation  of  the  Coalition  for  Freedom  of 
Expression  1990  Time  Capsule  contents. 

The  Fence  Project  has  been  reactivated.  The  selection  of  an 
artist  is  expected  to  take  place  in  the  Spring  of  1996. 

Jenkins  informed  the  Committee  that  he  will  place  a  motion 
on  the  Art  Commission  agenda  to  approve  a  payment  of 
$3,265.23  to  the  architects  for  costs  associated  with  the 
design  of  the  new  gallery  space.  The  Committee  will 
recommend  approval  of  the  motion  at  the  Commission  meeting. 

A  permanent  banner  to  announce  the  gallery  will  be  installed 
on  the  lamp  post  at  the  corner  of  Van  Ness  and  McAllister 
Streets,  by  the  War  Memorial  Building.  Jenkins  presented 
three  banner  designs  for  consideration.  The  Committee 
favored  concept  #1  and  asked  that  the  designers  submit 
several  options  for  color  and  type  face  and  orientation  of 
the  design  for  further  review. 
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ACTION:    Approval  of  concept  #1  for  a  banner  design  for  the 
Art  Commission  gallery  and  request  for  the  designers  to 
provide  options  for  color,  typeface  and  orientation  for 
further  review.

Although  attempts 
will  be  made  to  raise  additional  funds,  and  the  Recreation 
Department  has  agreed  to  pay  for  materials  for  art  workshops 
with  area  youth,  $4,000  is  not  enough  to  cover  a 
competition,  administration,  and  artist's  fees  and  expenses. 
Therefore,  she  requested  that  the  original  guidelines  for  a 
public  art  project  at  the  Jose  Coronado  Playground  be 
modified,  to  directly  commission  Ray  Patlan  and  Eduardo 
Pineda  to  develop  and  execute  art  for  the  site. 

The  artists  had  already  been  working  voluntarily  with  the 
architects  and  the  community  in  developing  an  art  concept, 
therefore  they  would  be  a  logical  choice.  The  artists  are 
considering  the  feasibility  of  working  with  such  a  small 
budget,  and  staff  is  working  with  the  Recreation  Department 
and  the  artists  to  locate  additional  funds.  It  is  hoped  that 
materials  will  be  donated  and  that  a  total  of  $10,000  can  be 
set  aside  for  fees  and  expenses.

Eleanor  Beaton  presented  slides  of  the  artists, 
who  are  Tirso  Gonzalez,  Barry  McGee,  Larry  Sultan  and  Josef a 
Vaughan.  The  alternates  are  Jonathan  Parker,  and  the  team  of 
Jon  Rubin  and  Harrell  Fletcher.

IX.  911  Building 

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  the  911  building  had  not 
gone  forward  due  to  various  technical  problems  and  problems 
with  the  neighborhood.   As  a  result,  the  budget  for  the 
building  had  increased  to  $22  million.   Originally,  the 
building  was  going  to  generate  $120,000  in  art  enrichment, 
and  the  Art  Commission  had  already  approved  projects  by  two 
artists,  Cheryl  Riley  and  Clifford  Rainey,  for  that  budget. 
The  charge  from  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  to  the 
Commission  was  to  develop  an  art  program  that  was  tied  to 
the  community.   Macneil  reported  that  with  1%  of  the  new 
budget  ($220,000),  we  would  be  able  to  provide  a  substantial 
community  program. 

Macneil  reported  that  the  project  was  going  back  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  increase  in  the  building 
cost,  and  she  proposed  a  recommendation  from  the  Commission 
to  increase  the  budget  to  $220,000.

VI.  Fire  Station  #34 

Michele  Liapes  reported  that  the  selection  panel, 
Tony  Leung,  Susan  Pontious,  and  Cherly  Riley  met  to 
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review  proposals  from  the  finalists.   Chief  Lynch 
from  the  Fire  Department  was  unable  to  attend.   She 
reported  that  the  panel  had  not  consensus  on  a 
proposal  to  recommend  to  the  Art  Commission. 
Instead,  the  panel  recommended  that  the  artists  be 
given  the  panel  comments  regarding  their  proposals, 
and  asked  to  reconsider  their  designs.   Liapes 
presented  the  artists  proposals  to  the  committee. 

Anders  Barth  had  proposed  a  Phoenix,  the 
mythological  bird  on  the  City  seal,  to  be  executed 
in  terra  cotta  relief.   The  committee  felt  the 
image  was  too  literal  and  static,  and  would  also 
like  to  see  a  sample  of  a  section  of  the  design  in 
the  proposed  material. 

Teresa  Camozzi  proposed  interviewing  firemen  and 
victims  that  the  fire  department  had  helped,  and 
collecting  "artifacts"  from  their  experiences  and 
casting  them  in  resin  bricks  that  would  be 
incorporated  in  the  wall.   She  would  also 
incorporate  brick  patterns  present  in  the  historic 
firehouse  in  the  wall.   The  committee  expressed 
concern  that  this  work  would  not  have  enough 
visibility  in  the  site  as  the  traffic  is  primarily 
vehicular.   Commissioner  Healy  also  expressed 
concern  regarding  the  durability  of  the  proposed 
material. 

Rigo  proposed  a  mural  consisting  of  an  antique 
fireman's  hat  and  SFFD  #34  in  large  white  letters. 
The  committee  expressed  concern  that  the  image  was 
not  appropriate  for  that  site,  and  was 
underdeveloped.   The  artist  also  needs  to  submit  a 
budget,  as  well  details  on  the  feasibility  of 
cutting  the  bricks  to  accomodate  the  concrete 
relief  on  which  he  proposes  to  paint. 

The  committee  concurred  with  the  selection  panel's 
recommendation  that  the  artists  be  asked  to 
reconsider  their  designs  in  light  of  the  panel's 
comments.   Commissioner  Healy  also  made  the  comment 
that  all  of  the  artists  need  to  be  more  accurate  in 
their  representation  of  the  color  of  the  bricks 
relative  to  the  colors  of  their  proposed  artworks. 
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VII.  Promenade  Ribbon 

1 .    Report  on  progress  of  Ribbon  Promenade  Repairs 
and  Skateboard  mitigation  efforts. 
Jill  Manton  reported  that  three  different 
tests  have  been  conducted  to  date  in  an  effort 
to  find  a  permanent,  durable,  and  affordable 
solution  to  the  damage  incurred  by  the  Ribbon 
as  a  consequence  of  skateboarding  use.   None 
of  them  have  been  satisfactory. 

She  informed  the  Commissioners  that  some  of 
the  methods  to  be  tested  will  still  alow  for 
skateboarders  to  use  the  ribbon  and  some  of 
the  methods  to  be  tested  will  serve  as  a 
dterent.   The  Committee  was  affirmed  their 
commitment  to  finding  a  solution. 

Jill  Manton  also  reported  that  the  artists  are 
investigating  the  possibility  of  staining  the 
Ribbon  black.   That  way,  the  chipped  edges 
could  be  touched  up  on  an  as  need  basis. 

The  Committee  was  warey  of  this  idea,  and 
thought  it  needed  a  great  deal  more  thought 
and  research.

VIII.  Modification  of  Art  Commission  Selection

A.    Proposed  Modification  of  Selection  Process  for

Jill  Manton  requested  that  in  the  interest  in 
reducing  administrative  costs  for  small 
projects,  that  staff  be  allowed  to  develop  a 
short  list  from  known  qualified  candidates, 
rather  than  having  to  incur  the  costs  of 
publically  advertising  and  holding  a  selection 
panel.   In  developing  such  short  lists,  staff 
would  be  careful  in  include  qualified  women 
and  minority  candidates.

B.    Discussion  of  Policy  Regarding  the  Award  of 
Simultaneous  or  Consecutive  Artist 
Commissions. 

Jill  Manton  asked  for  a  review  of  our  current 
policy  that  prohibits  artists  from  getting 
simultaneous  or  consecutive  commissions  within 
a  five  year  period.   Currently,  artists  are 
only  prohibited  if  the  commission  exceeds 
$50,000.   She  pointed  out  that  a  number  of 
artists  have  received  3  or  4  consecutive  or 
simultaneous  small  commissions,  and  she  was 
concerned  that  it  may  appear  that  the  Art 
,~  i       Commission  is  not  seeking  new  artists. 

Discussion  ensued  on  this  issue.   Commissioner 
Keeler  felt  that  if  the  artist  was  clearly  the 
best  person  for  the  job,  then  they  should  not 
be  excluded  from  consideration,  even  if  they 
__       had  had  previous  commissions.   Others  felt 
that  if  artists  knew  they  would  be  excluded 
from  the  more  prestigious  commissions  if  they 
were  previously  awarded  a  small  commission, 
then  qualified  artists  would  be  less  likely  to 
apply  for  these  small  commissions. 

It  was  finally  the  concensus  that  the 
guidelines  should  be  left  as  they  are,  but 
that  jurors  should  be  instructed  to  consider 
whether  or  not  an  artist's  work  is  already 
represented  in  the  City's  collection  as  a 
factor  in  their  decision.   Staff  should  also 
consider  whether  or  not  the  current  lid  of 
$50,000  is  too  low. 

IX.   Moscone  Convention  Center  Art  Enrichment 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  R.M.  Fisher  had  been  in 
town  and  had  met  with  community  groups  to  present 
his  work  to  an  unanimously  positive  reception.   The 
artist  also  reviewed  the  site  to  identify  possible 
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locations  for  his  artwork,  and  he  is  considering 
siting  his  artwork  on  the  existing  architecture. 
This  is  because  the  light  poles  will  not  take  much 
weight,  there  is  virtually  no  sidewalk  space 
available,  and  the  footings  for  a  sculpture  would 
be  problematic  given  the  fact  that  the  Moscone 
Convention  Center  roof  lies  just  under  the 
sidewalk. 

X.  Mid-Embarcadero  Artists  Competition 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  she  is  trying  to  identify 
candidates  for  the  mid-Embarcadero .   She  reported 
that  the  budget  is  $900,000  for  two  artists,  with 
initial  design  fee  of  $15,000  each.   The  mid- 
Embarcadero  design  team  currently  consists  of  Peter 
Walker  (landscape  architect)  and  ROMA. 

XI.  Millbrea  Water  Dept.  Facility 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  project  is  back  on 
track.   The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  has  agreed 
that  the  artist  needs  design  control  over  the 
entire  integrated  artwork  and  landscape. 
Therefore,  she  will  work  with  a  landscape  designer 
of  her  choice.   She,  in  turn,  agreed  to  hire  a 
local  designer,  and  upon  interviewing  three 
candidates,  has  selected  Roberl  La  Rocca   & 
Associates . 

The  Committee  felt  that  LaRocca  and  Associates  was 
a  good  choice,  particularly  since  LaRocca  and 
Associates  had  done  the  original  landscape  design 
for  the  facility.   However,  Commissioner  Meyer 
asked  staff  to  check  with  the  City  Attorney  to  make 
sure  there  was  no  conflict  of  interest  since  Bob 
LaRocca  is  a  former  Art  Commissioner.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:15  p.m. 

I .    Consent  Calendar

II.        Taraval  Station 

Arthur  Gonzalez  has  installed  the  ceramic  world  map  at 
Taraval  Police  Station  but  that  considerable  work  on  the 
piece  is  needed  if  the  Commission  is  to  accept  it, 
including  patching  of  seams  and  re-painting.  Arthur  has 
agreed  to  do  the  work,  but  will  need  to  obtain  liability 
insurance  in  order  to  work  on  site.  Tonia  Macneil  has

III.       Promenade  Ribbon  Sculpture 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  status  of  the  ribbon  project.  A 
purchase  order  to  clean  the  ribbon  is  pending.  Recently,  a 
bollard  at  Pier  26  was  severely  damaged;  at  Manton  has  arranged 
for  Glass  Block  Designs  to  do  an  emergency  repair  to  protect  the 
light  cavity  and  fiberoptic  cable.  She  is  pursuing  the  Port  in  an 
effort  to  file  a  claim  for  damage  against  the  contractors  who 
were  working  in  the  area. 


The  effort  to  develop  a  method  to  protect  the  ribbon  from  skate 
boarders  is  continuing.  One  of  the  three  designers  wishes  to  make 
the  ribbon  unskatable,  whereas  the  others  prefer  to  protect  the 
ribbon  but  not  destroy  its  use  by  the  skateboarders. 

The  Commission  needs  to  set  policy  in  this  matter;  in  order  to  do 
so,  additional  research  is  needed.  Several  solutions  to  the 
problem  have  been  suggested,  one  of  which  will  allow 
skateboarding  on  the  Ribbon.   Manton  displayed  a  steel  band  bent 
at  right  angles  which  can  be  fitted  on  the  edges  of  the  benches 
and  bollards.  She  asked  the  Commissioners  to  authorize  the 
testing  of  this  method  on  the  four  bollards  at  Pier  7,  to  assess 
its  feasibility.  If  this  method  proves  acceptable  it  would 
protect  the  ribbon  but  still  allow  for  its  use.  Manton  also 
requested  authorization  to  pay  Curtis  Hsiang  the  sum  of  $187.50 
for  his  advice  and  consultation  regarding  skateboarding  the 
issue . 

The  Commission  heard  testimony  from  Eula  Walters,  440  Davis 
Court,  #311,  S.F.  94111,  who  spoke  in  support  of  the 
skateboarders,  and  Walter  C.  Kocian,  Landscape  Architect,  700 
12th  Avenue,  S.F.  94118,  who  recommended  against  one  of  the 
proposed  methods  because  of  aesthetic  and  liability  issues.

The  Panel 
consisted  of  artist  David  Izu,  Bureau  of  Architecture's  Project 
Manager  Glen  Hunt,  and  Chuck  Lione,  representing  project 
architect  Michael  Willis.

Eleanor 
presented  a  flyer  written  by  Commission  staff  which  Muni  is 
distributing  in  the  neighborhood,  which  describes  the  new 
terminal  and  artwork.  On  Saturday,  February  4,  Ray  will  bury  a 
time  capsule  on  the  site  with  memorabilia  about  Playland  at  the 
Beach.  Staff  and  Commissioners  were  encouraged  to  contribute 
their  memories  and  to  attend  the  event. 

VII.  Art  Commission  Gallery 

Rupert  Jenkins  provide  an  update  on  the  gallery  program. 

Jurying  for  new  City/Site  projects  will  take  place  on  February  3. 
There  are  more  than  20  proposals,  among  which  are  several  from 
well-known,  innovative  artists.  ^ 

The  Gallery  Advisory  Board  will  meet  February  13  at  6:00  p.m.  The 
gallery  is  now  taking  submissions  for  new  exhibitions  for  the 
upcoming  year. 

One  of  the  windows  in  the  Grove  Street  gallery  was  broken  the 
night  of  January  16,  and  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $500. 

The  next  event  in  the  Grove  Street  Windows  is  the  slide  show  of 
Art  Institute  alumnae  and  students,  which  will  run  for  three 
weeks  to  celebrate  the  Institute's  125th  Anniversary. 

Jenkins  has  been  working  with  Channel  54  to  produce  a  piece  on 
the  opening  of  the  Veterans  Building  Gallery.  In  addition  to 
taping  interviews  and  activity  at  the  Gala  celebration,  Channel 
54  taped  the  performance  by  Pamela  Z  in  the  building  lobby.  The 
performance  was  judged  by  all  to  be  very  beautiful;  the  gallery 
hopes  to  continue  such  events  in  the  future. 

VIII.  Fire  Station  #34 

Susan  Pontious  and  Michelle  Liapes  reported  on  the  results  of  the 
proposal  phase  for  artwork  at  Fire  Station  #34.  After  some 
deliberation,  the  Selection  Panel  approved  the  proposal  by  Anders 
Barth  for  a  terra-cotta  mural.  The  artist's  proposal  was  reviewed 
by  the  Committee,  which  recommended  that  the  artist  consider 
revising  the  bottom  portion  of  the  design.  The  Committee  felt 
that  the  relationship  between  the  flames,  water  and  poppies  still 
needed  to  be  resolved.  The  Committee  also  wanted  to  be  assured 
that  the  completed  piece  would  have  the  color  range  represented 
in  the  proposal  drawing.  The  Committee  agreed  to  approve  the 
panel's  recommendation,  contingent  upon  approval  of  the  artist's 
revised  design.

Jill  Manton  reported  that  she  and  Rich  Newirth  have  been  meeting 
with  Supervisor  Barbara  Kauffmann  and  that  plans  are  being  made 
to  introduce  the  ordinance  soon.  A  copy  of  the  most  recent 
version  of  the  ordinance  was  distributed.  Among  other  revisions, 
the  ordinance  will  allow  for  art  enrichment  as  part  of  transit 
infrastructure  projects,  and  for  art  enrichment  in  parks.

B.    James  Carpenter  Sculptural  Light  Reflectors 
Susan  Pontious  reported  that  since  the  last  meeting, 
James  Carpenter  had  been  able  to  reduce  the  cost  of  his 
sculptures  by  $300,000.   However,  the  cost  of  the 
support  "baskets",  which  had  been  included  in  the 
Airport's  bid  package  for  the  structural  steel,  had 
come  in  at   $1  million  from  the  first  bidder  and 
$400,000  from  the  second.   James  Carpenter  received  an 
independent  bid  of  $350,000. 

While  originally  the  Airport  had  agreed  to  absorb  the  ■ 
cost  of  the  baskets  ( thinking  they  would  be  an 
insignificant  cost  compared  to  the  structural  steel), 
this  offer  has  been  withdrawn.   This  means  that  the  art 
budget  will  now  have  to  absorb  this  cost. 
This  means  that  with  contractor's  overhead  and 
contingency,  the  current  estimated  cost  for  4  of  James 
Carpenter's  sculptural  light  reflectors  is  $2  million. 

The  sculptural  baskets  are  now  included  in  the 
architectural  bid  package  for  the  International 
Terminal,  so  the  Commission  must  decide  on  one  of  three 
options . 

1.  The  sculptural  light  reflectors  as  currently 
designed 

2.  A  single  "super"  reflector  that  would  serve  as  an 
entry  piece  over  one  skylight.   Budget  approximately 
$1.2  million 

3.  A  new  design  option,  calling  for  a  more  simplified 
structure  using  exterior  fabric  material,  possibly 
eliminating  the  glass  edge  for  some  kind  of  acrylic 
material.   Approximate  budget  $1.5  million. 

Pontious  reported  that  the  impact  of  approving  a  $2 
million  budget  for  the  Carpenter  pieces  was  that  the 
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Commission  would  be  able  to  commission  fewer  artworks 
by  other  artists. 

The  Committee  felt  it  was  impossible  to  take  a  position 
on  option  #3  without  more  information.   They  thought 
the  proposal  as  currently  designed  would  be  very 
beautiful  and  have  a  major  impact  on  the  space,  and  did 
not  want  to  compromise  the  aesthetics  of  the  proposal.

Debra  Lehane  reported  on  the  outcome  of  the  July  12th 
meeting  concerning  the  language  of  the  Pioneer  Monument 
Plaque.   The  meeting  had  representatives  from  the  Spanish 
and  Mexican  Counsels,  the  Franciscans,  the  Native 
Americans,  the  Archdiocese,  a  historian  and  the  Art 
Commission.   The  meeting  was  facilitated  by  Anne  Smith 
through  the  Arts  Arbitration  and  Mediation  services  of 
California  Lawyers  for  the  Arts.   It  was  unanimously  agreed 
by  the  Working  Committee  to  recommend  the  following 
language  to  the  Art  Commission  for  approval  at  the  August 
5th  meeting. 

Motion  to  approve  the  following  text  for  the  Pioneer 
Monument  plaque: 

CALIFORNIA  NATIVE  AMERICANS 

The  Pioneer  Monument,  created  in  1894,  represents  a 
conventional  attitude  of  the  19th  Century.   It  commemorates 
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the  settlement  of  California  by  "western  civilization". 
This  plaque,  added  in  1996,  seeks  to  acknowledge  the  effect 
of  this  settlement  on  the  California  Native  Americans.  The 
three  figures  of  "Early  Days",  a  Native  American,  a 
missionary,  and  a  vaquero,  represent  the  three  cultures  of 
early  California.   At  least  300,000  Native  people  --and 
perhaps  far  more--  lived  in  California  at  the  time  of  first 
European  settlement  in  1769.   During  contact  with 
colonizers  from  Europe  and  the  United  States,  the  Native 
population  of  California  was  devastated  by  disease, 
malnutrition  and  armed  attacks.   The  most  dramatic  decline 
of  the  Native  population  occurred  in  the  years  following 
the  discovery  of  gold  in  1848.   By  1900,  according  to  the 
US  census,  California's  Native  American  population  had  been 
reduced  to  15,377.   In  the  twentieth  century,  California's

Debra  Lehane  distributed  conservation  reports  by  sculpture 
conservator  Glen  Wharton  and  mural  conservator  Anne 
Rosenthal.   The  report  by  Anne  Rosenthal  was  of  particular 
interest  since  her  report  discussed  the  Piazzoni  and  DuMond 
murals.   Her  expert  opinion  stated  that  removal  of  any 
mural  would  result  in  some  degree  of  damage.   The  damage  to 
the  DuMond  murals  would  be  less  noticeable  and  easier  to 
repair.   The  damage  which  would  occur  to  the  Piazzoni 
murals  would  be  far  more  dramatic  with  repairs  being  near 
impossible  to  execute  without  notice.   It  was  Ms. 
Rosenthal's  position  that  she  could  not  support  removal  of 
the  Piazzoni  murals  except  in  the  most  extreme  situation 
where  they  would  be  in  danger  of  destruction.   Ms.  Lehane 
and  Director  Newirth  also  informed  the  Committee  that 
negotiations  with  the  Asian  Art  Museum  which  had  been 
approved  at  the  June  meeting  were  not  proceeding.   It  was 
decided  that  Director  Newirth  would  contact  Emily  Sano , 
Director  of  the  Asian  Museum  to  further  discuss  the 
conservation  reports  and  negotiations.

Ms.  Pontious  described  Ann  Preston's  terrazzo 
design  in  Concourse  A.   Ms.  Preston  is  creating  a  dome 
which  has  crystalline  forms  based  on  mathematical 
formulas  developed  by  English  mathematician  Arthur 
Penrose.   Underneath  the  dome,  she  would  like  to  do  a 
graph4«— representation.   The  architect,  Harry 
Overstreet,  has  reservations  about  the  design,  stating 
that  it  resembles  a  Star  of  David  or  an  Islamic  symbol. 
Ms.  Pontious  thinks  the  design  is  purely  geometric  and 
noted  that  no  one  else  has  voiced  similar 
apprehensions.

III.  9-1^1  Center 

Tonia  Macneil  presented  the  final  report  on  the 
summer  art  workshops.   Sonia  Manjon,  a  former  staff 
member  at  the  Art  Commission,  oversaw  the  workshops 
which  were  successfully  attended  by  over  90  children 
with  the  help  of  nine  interns.   Ms.  Macneil  distributed 
the  report  and  guidelines  to  the  commissioners  which 
outlined  the  process  undertaken.   The  goal  of  the 
workshops  was  to  create  public  artwork  for  the  9-1-1 
Center,  allowing  for  a  tangible  means  of  public  input. 
Although  the  children  were  originally  supposed  to 
fabricate  the  artwork,  the  materials  have  since  been 
changed,  which  have  precluded  the  integration  of  the 
artwork  created  in  the  workshop.   One  of  the  other 
goals  was  to  make  the  9-1-1  Center  less  intrusive  on 
the  community,  instead,  creating  a  sense  of  community 
ownership. 

In  Ms.  Manjon' s  written  proposal,  she  describes 
the  interns'  process  of  working  with  the  public.   Ms. 
Macneil  hopes  to  use  this  project  as  a  prototype  for 
community  involvement  in  future  projects.   Commissioner 
Gatti  expressed  his  approval  of  this  project  report  and 
Commissioner  Rascon  thought  the  report  would  be  very 
useful  to  outside  sources.   Director  Newirth  commended 
Ms.  Macneil  for  the  overall  success  of  the  project, 
describing  it  as  a  "watershed"  for  future  projects 
incorporating  public  input  into  the  design  of  public 
artwork.   Ms.  Macneil  noted  that  in  similar  future 
projects,  parental  signatures  will  be  obtained  in  order 
to  release  the  children's  artwork.   She  requested 
approval  for  final  payment  to  Sonia  Manjon  pending 
completion  of  the  final  report.

IV .  700  Pennsylvania  Ave. 

Ms.  Macneil  introduced  the  designer  Robert 
Catalusci  and  described  the  site  as  a  building  on 
Pennsylvania  and  22nd  Street  across  from  the  22nd 
Street  Caltrain  station,  next  to  the  freeway  in  an 
industrial  area.   Mr.  Catalusci  spent  over  a  year 
conceptualizing  and  developing  the  surface  and  art 
elements  with  the  city's  architects  with  the  hope  of 
turning  this  building  into  a  landmark.   One  main 
consideration  in  Mr.  Catalusci 's  design  was  the  opening 
up  of  areas  with  light  through  the  use  of  inverted 
pyramidal  skylights.   His  design  will  incorporate 
integral  sculptures  in  the  gate  and  fence  areas,  as 
well  as  on  the  building  facade.   The  color  scheme  of 
silver,  red  and  black  he  proposes  is  consistent  with 
the  color  scheme  of  the  new  Muni  trains.   Commissioner 
Meyer  related  his  concern,  as  an  architect,  that  the 
architects'  artistic  license  may  have  been  infringed 
upon.   Ms.  Macneil  and  Ms.  Manton  replied  that  Mr. 
Catalusci  had  developed  an  excellent  rapport  with  the 
city's  architects  in  house  and  had  obtained  consent  at 
the  project  on'  site  for  the  artist  to  work  in  this 
capacity.   Commissioner  Gatti  expressed  his  concern 
over  the  proposed  color  scheme  if  the  Muni  trains' 
colors  did  not  change.   Mr.  Catalusci  stated  that  he 
still  would  feel  strongly  about  the  color  as  it  would 
uplift  the  area  and  provide  a  pleasant  contrast  to  the 
background  environment.   The  commissioners  stated  their 
enthusiasm  for  the  design  and  concept.

VI .  Preliminary  Design  for  Mid-Embarcadero  Public  Art 
Program 

Jill  Manton  presented  the  preliminary  layout  for 
the  IntQinretive  Signage  Project,  as  well  as  for  the 
Promenade  Ribbon  in  the  Mid-Embarcadero  area.   Ms. 
Manton  reported  that  the  Promenade  Ribbon  Project 
received  a  high  ranking  as  the  best  of  ISTEA,  awarded 
by  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  California 
Transportation  Commission.   More  than  fifty  percent  of 


its  funding  will  be  offset  by  grant  monies.   According 
to  a  Port  directive,  the  ribbon  must  be  flush  with  the 
sidewalk,  due  to  the  attractiveness  of  raised  elements 
to  skateboarders,  and  the  need  for  sidewalk  space  due 
to  the  large  volume  of  foot  traffic  in  this  area.   This 
requirement  poses  technical  problems  because  the  raised 
elements  serve  as  the  housing  for  the  illuminators 
which  power  the  fiber  optic  system.   Ms.  Manton  is 
investigating  the  possibility  of  discreetly  integrating 
the  illuminators  into  bulkhead  buildings. 

Director  Newirth  addressed  the  problem  of  seepage 
in  the  South  Embarcadero  and  the  need  for  failure 
analysis.   Ms.  Manton  related  that  seepage  through  the 
concrete  underneath  the  glass  blocks  has  contributed  to 
mold  growth,  obscuring  the  fiber  optic  illumination. 
Commissioner  Gatti  asked  about  variations  in  lamp 
color.   Ms.  Manton  replied  that  adjustment  was  obtained 
by  changing  the  illuminator  dial. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  Turnbull  Seatwall  is 
being  removed  because  of  its  poor  condition  and  will  be 
replaced  with  the  Promenade  Ribbon.   Ms.  Manton  will 
obtain  more  bids  for  failure  analysis  consultation 
services  relative  to  the  Promenade  Ribbon. 

One  other  concern  Ms.  Manton  related  was  that  the 
ribbon  is  not  shown  on  the  Embarcadero  model  for  the 
public.   She  said  the  public  and  Civic  Design  Committee 
should  be  informed  about  the  omission.   Commissioner 
Lisac  concurred  that  the  ribbon  should  appear  on  the 
model.   Director  Newirth  commended  Ms.  Manton  for  her 
outstanding  effort  in  obtaining  such  a  large  amount  of 
funding  singlehandedly .   Commissioner  Rascon  personally 
acknowledged  Ms.  Manton 's  fine  work  with  this 
experimental  project  and  her  responsiveness  to  the 
diverse  needs  of  the  public.   Commissioner  Lisac 
thought  this  project  would  be  an  outstanding  example  to 
present  before  Congress. 

Ms.  Manton  described  the  Historic  and  Interpretive 
Signage  Project  which  has  been  completed  in  the  South 
and  North,  and  is  currently  being  installed  along  the 
King  Street  corridor.   She  related  that  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  layout  is  still  in  a  preliminary, 
conceptual  stage.   The  artist  is  working  with  a 
historian  and  is  open  to  suggestions  from  the 
commissioners  for  additional  themes  or  historical 
content.   Ms.  Manton  hopes  to  incorporate  some  of  the 
archaelogical  artifacts  that  were  unearthed  during  the 
construction  of  the  underground  tunnel  which  will 
extend'^Muni  Metro  from  Market  Street  along  the  South 
Embarcadero.   The  podiums  may  be  eliminated  due  to 
accessibility  concerns  for  the  disabled  and  the  sight- 
impaired.   Ms.  Manton  is  working  with  a  disabled  access 
coordinator  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works.   If 
podiums  are  removed,  the  project  artist  will  develop  a 


new  element  which  would  be  brought  before  the  committee 
for  approval . 

Buster  Simpson's  multi-faceted  proposal  was 
presented  next,  which  is  to  be  placed  on  the 
Embarcadero  promenade.   The  primary  component  of  the 
artist's  proposal  will  be  a  large  sculpture  of  a  foot. 
Ms.  Manton  further  described  the  other  projects 
proposed  which  include  a  water  feature/lily  pond  at  the 
rear  of  the  Embarcadero  Vaillancourt  Fountana,  which 
would  contain  indigenous  plants  and  a  sculptural  ramp 
over  the  water  which  would  provide  access  to  the 
sculpture,  replacing  the  rusting  stairway. 
Commissioner  Rascon  felt  that  this  was  a  dynamic 
proposal  with  man'y  possibilities  for  collaboration. 
There  was  discussion  regarding  the  budget  and  other 
components  of  the  artist's  proposal,  such  as  the 
proposed  relocation  of  King  Carlos  and  De  Anza  statues 
to  the  foot  of  Market  Street,  and  about  a  granite 
plaque  to  commemorate  the  origin  of  the  Bull  and  Bear 
Market.   Commissioner  Gatti  requested  further 
consideration  of  alternate  sites  for  this  work,  perhaps 
on  the  landside  at  the  foot  of  Embarcadero.   Ms.  Manton 
replied  that  restriction  of  funding  sources  for  the 
Roadway  Improvements  preclude  placing  the  foot  on  the 
landside.   Commissioner  Lisac  suggested  moving  it 
closer  to  the  seawall  or  the  Ferry  Building.   Ms. 
Manton  replied  that  the  Port  has  final  jurisdiction 
over  artwork  on  port  property.   All  of  the 
commissioners  expressed  concerns  over  the  appropriate 
location  of  the  work,  as  its  uniqueness  necessitates  a 
niche  which  will  highlight  it. 

Ms.  Manton  moved  on  to  a  discussion  of  Bill 
Maxwell's  China  Sky,  highlighting  the  location  at  the 
foot  of  Market  Street  and  describing  it  as  a  nautilus- 
shaped  structure  with  a  descending  circular  ramp,  which 
contains  built-in  seating.   Ms.  Manton  described 
Maxwell's  work  as  a  water  feature  which  will  contain 
images  made  of  light,  bringing  color  and  magic  to  the 
Embarcadero.   Ms.  Manton  is  working  with  Mr.  Maxwell  to 
develop  a  budget.   One  serious  concern  is  that  the  City 
has  not  yet  identified  funds  to  provide  for  open  space 
improvements,  of  which  this  would  be  a  part. 

Commissioner  Lisac  expressed  concern  about 
pedestrian  congestion,  safety  and  litter  in  a  location 
which  would  serve  as  a  large  public  gathering  space. 
Ms.  Manton  said  these  and  other  technical  issues  will 
be  studied  with  the  architects.   A  fine  mesh  screen  or 
glass  wall  was  suggested  to  counter  litter  and  safety 
problems.   Ms.  Manton  will  attempt  to  obtain  funding 
for  maintenance  from  adjacent  properties.  One  Market 
Plaza  and  the  Hyatt.   Commissioner  Rascon  liked  the 
deliberate,  non-sectarian  imagery  of  the  work.

VII.  Gallery 

Rupert  Jenkins  reported  that  Supervisor  Yaki ' s 
office  passed  a  resolution  that  the  Art  Commission  put 
together  a  youth  exhibition  for  the  Youth  Summit  which 
he  has  been  working  on  for  the  past  week  or  so.   Mr. 
Jenkins  passed  out  a  list  of  thirteen  participants  to 
the  commissioners.   The  show  will  be  opening  October 
3rd.   Mr.  Jenkins  is  in  the  process  of  discussing  with 
Yaki ' s  office  who  will  be  handling  the  reception.   He 
hopes  to  piggyback  the  two  receptions  -  one  for  the 
Arts  Project  and  one  for  the  Veiled  Memories   exhibition 
on  the  same  evening.   He  is  sending  another  letter  from 
Commissioner  Gatti  to  the  City  Hall  offices  reiterating 
the  need  to  work  through  the  Commission  regarding 
exhibitions  at  City  Hall  because  it  has  been  difficult 
to  coordinate  such  exhibitions  on  such  short  notice. 
Mr.  Jenkins  passed  out  an  outline  detailing  two 
proposed  exhibitions  for  next  year.   The  first  proposal 
was  f or '■*a"-site- specific  sculptural  exhibition  to  be 
curated  by  Carlos  Loarca  ( SOMAR) ,  showcasing  work  by 
four  artists,  which  has  been  shown  in  various  Bay  Area 
locations,  entitled  "Three   Miles    Per  Hour".       The  theme 
relates  to  slowing  down  to  consider  time,  nature,  the 
landscape,  the  environment,  and  one's  own  pace.   Slides 


by  the  proposed  artists  were  shown:   Robert  Ortbal ' s 
tin  can  sculpture  installation,  to  be  installed  in  the 
gallery  window  and  another  at  the  gallery  entrance; 
Annette  Tosti's  paper  and  wire  constructions;  Cynthia 
Lenssen's  installation  of  paper  hangings;  and  Betsy 
Miller-Kusz ' s  "portals"  that  will  be  located  at  the 
entrance  to  the  rear  gallery.   Mr.  Jenkins  proposed 
this  exhibit  for  May/ June ,  1997. 

The  second  exhibit  Mr.  Jenkins  proposed  was  by  the 
San  Francisco  Arts  Education  Project,  directed  by  Emily 
Keeler,  a  former  commissioner,  who  has  worked  a  great 
deal  with  curating  youth  art  exhibitions.   Mr.  Jenkins 
stated  that  an  impressive  exhibition  was  shown  at  the 
Rena  Bransten  Gallery  last  year.   There  was  also  a 
large  exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  { MOMA ) 
consisting  of  ten  thousand  bricks  made  by  children 
around  the  country.   Mr.  Jenkins  proposed  hosting  an 
exhibition  entitled  "Dreams    and   Nightmares" ,    dealing 
with  waking/sleeping,  good/bad,  light/dark  dichotomies, 
to  be  exhibited  in  April/May  of  1997. 

Commissioner  Rascon  noted  that  Carlos  Loarca  has 
been  associated  with  the  SOMAR  Cultural  Center  for  more 
than  a  decade  and  expressed  his  enthusiasm  for  having 
him  curate  an  exhibition.

VIII .Jose  Coronado  Playground 

Tonia  Macneil  reviewed  the  final  design  for  the 
building  facade  which  had  been  changed  from  a  previous 
proposal  made  several  months  prior  by  artists,  Ray 
Patlan  and  Eduardo  Pineda  for  the  building. 
Originally,  they  had  proposed  using  an  image  of  a 
ballplayer.   They  have  been  working  with  the  Civic 
Design  Committee  to  try  to  more  effectively  integrate 
the  artwork  into  the  building  design.   Their  current 
proposal  is  to  use  an  image  of  a  dog,  integrating  an 
endangered  species  theme.   There  will  still  be  a  band 
of  tile  over  the  door  which  will  depict  two  condors. 
Their  preference  now  is  to  simplify  imagery  and  tone 
down  the  color  scheme  by  alternating  plain  tile  and 
spraypainted  images.   The  artists  prefer  a  plain 
monochrome  background,  but  the  Civic  Design  Committee 
preferred  a  brightly  colored  background  more 
approprrerbe  to  the  children's  play  area  matching  with 
play  equipment.   Commissioner  Gatti  asked  why  bright 
colors  are  necessary.   Commissioner  Rascon  liked  that 
the  endangered  species  theme  provided  an  appropriate, 
strong  context  with  its  cultural  ties  to  the  children 
who  will  be  playing  on  the  playground.   Commissioner 


Gatti  preferred  the  monochromatic  style  and  requested 
that  the  minutes  from  the  Civic  Design  Committee  be 
checked  regarding  the  approved  colors  of  the  playground 
equipment,  whether  they  were  primary  colors  or  a 
hunter/forest  green  to  go  with  the  background.   Nancy 
Gonchar  stated  that  she  would  check  the  minutes.

IX.  Civic  Center  Court  House  -  4th  Floor  Family  Court  Area 

Ms.  Manton  presented  Ann  Preston's  final  design 
for  the  zinc/fiberglass  panels,  stainless  steel  floor 
insets,  bronze  sculpture  and  glass/limestone  fountain. 
She  explained  to  the  Commissioners  that  some  of  the 
Judges  raised  concerns  about  the  definition  of  body 
parts  on  the  banding  that  will  serve  as  the  trim  for 
the  zinc  panels.  Ms.  Manton  informed  the  Committee  that 
the  artist,  Ann  Preston  has  agreed  to  make  adjustments 
in  the  representation  of  the  figure  which  will  flatten 
and  diminish  the  curves  represented.  The  Commissioners 
voted  to  approve  the  project's  final  design.  Although 
they  did  not  agree  with  the  perception  of  the  Judges, 
they  agreed  to  allow  the  artist  to  make  minor 
adjustments  to  address  the  concern  stated  above.

X.  Collections 

Debra  Lehane  introduced  the  sculptor  Robbie 
Robbins,  who  with  Lou  Pearson,  has  been  working  on  a 
sculpture  entitled  "Sail    Skyward",    that  Roy  Maloney 
wishes  to  donate  to  the  city  for  proposed  installation 
at  Pier  7  on  Herb  Caen  Way.   Ms.  Lehane  related  that 
Mr.  Robbins  had  attended  the  last  committee  meeting 
which  due  to  a  lack  of  quorom  necessitated  his  return 
today.   Mr.  Robbins  said  that  the  donor  wished  to 
donate  to  the  city  because  he  has  been  a  long-time 
resi-t^nt  and  for  reasons  outlined  in  his  letter.   The 
artists  have  been  developing  the  sculptural  theme  for 
many  years.   It  is  a  simple,  curvilinear  design 
composed  of  mirror  polish  stainless  steel  with  a 
textured  finish.   Mr.  Robbins  presented  his  maquette 
and  described  the  imagery  as  an  abstract  evocation  of  a 


sailboat.   Mr.  Robbins  had  reviewed  the  Pier  7  site 
with  a  staff  person  from  the  Port  for  the  Port 
Authority's  comments. 

Commissioner  Rascon  opened  up  discussion. 
Commissioner  Lisac  expressed  concerns  about  the 
pedestal  and  skateboarding,  saying  that  the  corners  and 
slope  of  the  black  granite  based  needed  to  be 
protected.   Commissioner  Rascon  asked  Ms.  Manton  for 
her  input  due  to  her  familiarity  with  the  Waterfront 
location.   Ms.  Manton  remarked  that  there  were  a  great 
deal  of  projects  going  on  in  the  proposed  area  and  that 
the  proposed  placement  of  the  work  behind  a  public 
toilet  was  unusual.   She  reiterated  Commissioner 
Lisac 's  concern  regarding  skateboarding  on  the  piece, 
as  the  area  is  notorious  for  skateboarding.   She  also 
questioned  the  proportionality  between  the  base  and  the 
sculpture.   Commissioner  Rascon  questioned  the  premise 
of  accepting  gifts  to  the  Embarcadero  area  because  of 
ongoing  development  and  the  acceptance  of  gifts  in 
general.   Commissioner  Gatti  said  that  donations  should 
be  accepted  due  to  the  generosity  of  donors,  but  that 
conditions  such  as  locations  should  not  be  attached. 
Mr.  Robbins  replied  that  the  donor  would  probably  leave 
it  up  to  the  Commission  to  determine  the  most 
appropriate  site. 

There  was  discussion  regarding  the  location, 
mounting/engineering  and  maintenance  costs  of  gifts. 
Ms.  Lehane  indicated  that  the  Commission's  gift  policy 
requires  that  donors  set  up  endowments  to  cover  such 
costs.   Director  Newirth  concurred  with  Ms.  Lehane  and 
emphasized  the  complexity  of  the  Embarcadero  property 
due  to  multiple  decision  makers'  jurisdictions.   Ms. 
Lehane  said  that  she  would  look  at  the  City's  General 
Plan  for  underrepresented  areas  of  the  city  as  possible 
sites.   Mr.  Robbins  asked  if  the  donor  had  any  input 
into  location.   Director  Newirth  interjected  that  he 
believed  that  gifts  over  $5,000  must  go  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  approval.

II.   Airport 

A.    Approval  of  Modification  of  Su-Chen  Hung ' s 
Proposal 

Susan  Pontious  presented  a  design  modification 
recommended  for  Su-Chen  Hung ' s  proposal.   The 
proposal  calls  for  twenty-two  60"  x  36"  cast  glass 
panels  attached  to  both  sides  of  eleven  support 
columns  in  the  immigration  area.   Each  panel  is 
made  up  of  two  serrated  glass  panels  fitted 
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together;  the  back  panel  is  sandblasted  with 
"welcome"  in  various  languages.   Originally  the 
proposal  called  for  both  sections  of  glass  to  be 
cast  glass.   The  modification  calls  for  replacing 
the  back  panel  with  slumped  glass. 

Aesthetically,  the  impact  would  be  loss  of  about  1 
1/2"  of  visible  cast  glass.   Financially,  the  net 
cost  savings  would  be  approximately  $100,000. 

Ms.  Pontious  said  that  while  making  this 
modification  would  bring  the  project  within 
budget,  she   explained  that  she  is  also 
investigating  removing  the  fabrication  and 
installation  of  the  glass  and  framing  from  the 
General  Contractor's  contract.   She  explained  that 
Tutor-Saliba  Corp.  was  between  $100,000  and 
$200,000  higher  than  other  bidders  on  this 
project. 

She  explained  that  alternate  fabricators  would 
have  to  be  willing  to  carry  a  performance  bond  on 
John  Lewis  {the  artisan  who  makes  the  cast  glass), 
and  the  cost  savings  would  have  to  be  enough  to 
justify  the  additional  coordination  necessary  from 
the  Art  Commission. 

A  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  pros  and  cons  of 
various  options  for  including  artwork  in  the 
contract  documents  for  the  general  contractor,  vs. 
other  means  of  coordinating  work,  such  as  the  Art 
Commission  contracting  independently,  assigning 
contracts  to  the  General  and  so  forth.   The 
Committee  requested  that  a  presentation  of  various 
options  be  made  at  a  later  date,  perhaps  with 
George  Wong,  the  City's  construction  attorney.

B.    James  Carpenter  Sculptural  Light  Reflectors 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  she  was  requesting 
approval  to  enter  into  contract  with  James 
Carpenter  Design  Assoc,  to  fabricate  the  steel

frame  section  of  the  sculptural  light  reflectors. 
She  introduced  James  Carpenter  and  asked  him  to 
describe  this  phase  of  the  project.   Mr.  Carpenter 
reported  that  the  project  was  being  broken  down 
into  segments  in  order  to  best  coordinate  with  the 
construction  schedule.   The  "tangs",  or 
attachments  to  the  skylight  trusses,  would  be 
given  to  the  General  Contractor  to  fabricate  along 
with  the  trusses.   The  steel  supports  would  be 
fabricated  by  JCDA ' s  subcontractor,  and  then 
installed,  probably  by  the  same  subcontractor  but 
under  an  assigned  contract  to  the  General.   The 
frames  would  be  attached  to  the  tangs  and 
installed  prior  to  erection  of  the  trusses. 

In  a  later  contract,  the  fabric  portion  and  glass' 
edge  would  also  be  fabricated  by  JCDA's 
subcontractors,  and  installed  under  the  same 
arrangement. 

Susan  Pontious  explained  that  by  assigning  the 
installation  contracts  to  the  General,  she 
intended  to  make  the  coordination  issues  the 
General's  primary  responsibility  rather  than  the 
responsibility  of  the  artist  or  the  Art 
Commission.  The  Commissioners  praised  the  artist 
and  Ms.  Pontious  for  their  efforts  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  artist's  project  by  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  without  any  sacrifice  of 
quality  or  artistic  intent.

III.  Discussion  on  Jurisdictional  Issues 

Rich  Newirth 

Mr.  Newirth  gave  the  Commissioners  background  on 
jurisdictional  issues  and  summarized  recent  incidents 
in  .which  other  city  entities  had  made  decisions  or 
taken  positions  on  art-related  items  that  may  actually 
be  within  Art  Commission  purview.   First,  it  has  been 
said  that  the  Port  Commission  wishes  the  Promenade 
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Ribbon  artists  to  make  the  Mid-Embarcadero  section  of 
the  sculpture  entirely  flat.  Though  the  Port  has  the 
authority  to  decide  what  will  go  on  Port  land  and  where 
it  will  be  placed,  Mr.  Newirth  explained,  decisions  on 
the  nature  of  the  project  itself  are  artistic  and,  as 
such,  are  made  by  the  artists  and  the  Art  Commission.  A 
second  case  pertained  to  the  Mid-Embarcadero  location 
of  Bill  Maxwell's  "China  Sky."   Though  the  Planning 
Commission  had  gone  on  record  to  say  that  the  piece  was 
to  be  relocated,  it  is  the  Art  Commission  that  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  placement  of  art  work.  The  third 
case  pertained  to  the  relocation  of  the  Bufano  statue 
"Peace"  from  the  Airport.  Though  the  staff  and  Art 
Commission  had  selected  a  suitable  location,  a 
Supervisor  who  was  dissatisfied  with  the  choice  would 
not  schedule  a  hearing  for  the  required  encroachment 
permit.  Again,  decisions  on  the  location  or  relocation 
of  a  civic  art  work  are  within  the  purview  of  the  Art 
Commission.  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  he  was  giving 
the  Committee  members  this  information  for  their 
reference  in  the  event  that  they  should  have  occasion 
to  discuss  the  issue  with  members  of  the  public  or  with 
representatives  of  other  Commissions  or  agencies. 

IV.  Mid-Embarcadero  Public  Art  Program 

Jill  Manton 

A.    Discussion  re:  alternative  sites,  and  cost 
implications,  for  Foot  Sculpture  -by  Buster  Simpson  and 
China  Sky  by  Bill  Maxwell. 

Jill  Manton  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  had 
recently  learned  of  strong  opposition  to  the  location 
of  China  Sky  by  Bill  Maxwell  at  the  foot  of  Market 
Street.  The  thrust  of  the  opposition  focuses  on  the 
fact  that  the  connection  between   Market  Sreet  and  the 
Embarcadero  should  be  uninterrupted.  Committee  Chair, 
Armando  Rascon,  voiced  his  support  of  the  original 
location  and  expressed  that  he  did  not  think  china  Sky 
would  be  an  obstruction, nor  did  he  believe  that  it 
would  signficantly  impair  pedestrain  movement  and 
access. 

The  project  urban  designer,  Boris  Dramov,  has  suggested 
an  alternate  location  on  Block  202.  Bill  Maxwell  is 
amenible  to  consider  an  new  location,  but  it  require 
some  alteration  of  his  design  and  would  require  an 
additional  fee.  Rebecca  Kohlstrand  from  the  Waterfront 
Transportation  Projects  Office  was  present  and  informed 
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the  Commission  that  the  future  of  the  underground 
parking  garage  proposed  for  Block  202  was  uncertain  and 
would  not  be  decided  as  part  of  the  final  review 
process  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Roadway  and  Open  Space. 

The  Commissioners  were  concerned  about  approving  a  new 
location  for  the  sculpture  which  had  such  an  uncertain 
future.  They  instead  suggested  that  China  Sky  be  moved 
to  an  off-center  location  near  the  juncture  of  Market 
Street  and  Justin  Herman  Plaza  south.  Ms.  Manton 
proposed  that  the  Commissioners  defer  making  a  firm 
recommendation  until  such  time  as  the  artist  could  come 
to  San  Francisco  to  meet  with  the  urban  designer  and 
come  to  a  mutually  agreeable  location.  The  Committee 
agreed  with  this  suggestion  from  staff. 

B.    Progress  Report  on  Promenade  Ribbon 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  artists  have  been  given  a 
mandate  by  the  Port  that  the  Ribbon  shall  be  completed 
flsuh  with  the  surronding  pavement  in  front  of  the 
Ferry  Building  between  Pier  5  and  the  Agricultural 
Building.  Ms.  manton  communicated  her  understanding 
that  this  was  based  upon  the  Port's  desire  to  avoid 
having  an  issue  with  the  skateboarders  in  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  and  to  provide  as  wide  a  walkway  as 
possible  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ferry  Building  for  the 
heavy  volume  of  traffic.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  while 
we  want  to  respect  and  work  with  the  Port's  concenrs, 
she  felt  that  the  design  of  the  Ribbon,  an  award 
winning  artwork,  had  basically  been  predetermined  by 
the  Port.  She  urged  the  Commissioners  to  advocate  for 
some  flexibility  in  how  the  Port's  concerns  were 
addressed  in  the  Ribbon  design. 

The  Commissioners  expressed  their  strong  support  of  the 
Ribbon  artists  and  their  understanding  of  the  need  to 
maintain  a  diplomatic  and  cooperative  relationship  with 
the  Port. 

Discussion  of  proposal  submitted  by  Arcus  Architects 
for  waterproofing  solutions.   (Carried  over  to  next 
meeting . ) 

V.    Civic  Art  Collection 

Debra  Lehane 

Discussion  on  gift  policy  review  and  collections 

management  policy 
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Ms.  Lehane  identified  the  document  sent  to  the 
Commissioners  with  their  agendas  as  the  Art 
Commission's  Gift  Policy.  She   hoped  that  they  had 
reviewed  it  and  asked  if  there  were  any  questions  or 
comments.   The  Gift  Policy  was  identified  as  a  sub 
policy  of  the  Collections  Management  Policy  which 
combines  policies  and  procedures  of  the  Public  Art 
Program  and  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Program.   Public 
Art  had  completed  their  portions  of  the  document  and 
the  Civic  Art  portion  is  being  drafted  for  review  in 
the  new  future. 

As  a  policy  of  the  Art  Commission,  Ms.  Lehane  is 
recommending  that  an  Advisory  Committee  be  created  to 
advise  on  Collections  issues.   This  committee  will  be  a 
joint  committee  of  staff,  commissioners  and  outside 
curatorial  experts.   Their  role  will  be  to  review  in 
greater  depth  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Visual  Art  Committee  concerning 
specific  objects  and  sub-collections  such  as  the 
acceptance  of  gifts,  de-accessioning  of  objects, 
location  or  re-siting  of  sculptures,  etc.   Ms.  Lehane 
will  draft  a  description  of  the  Advisory  Committee's 
role  and  present  recommendations  for  the  Advisory 
Committee  at  the  November  Visual  Art  Committee  meeting. 

VI.   Staff  Reports 

A.  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit 

Eleanor  Beaton  announced  the  four  November  performances 
of  "Talking  Drum"  coordinated  by  Chris  Brown,  and 
featuring  youth  writers  and  performers. 

B.  Civic  Center  Court  House 

Eleanor  Beaton  showed  Commissioners   photographs  of 
Albert  Paley's  fabricated  elevator  handrail  brackets. 
Commissioners  expressed  approval  of  artwork. 

C.  Moscone  Convention  Center  -  Howard  Street  Project 
Jill  Manton  reported  on  her  recent  meeting  with  Moscone 
staff  regarding  the  preliminary  design  by  Ron  Fischer 
for  the  Moscone  Esplanade  rooftop.  Ms.  Manton  informed 
the  staff  with  whom  she  met  that  the  Art  Commission  did 
not  approve  of  the  submitted  design,  but  believed  there 
was  potential  to  work  with  the  site.  However,  the 
Moscone  staff  representatives  expressed  their  concern 
that  the  site  was  not  appropriate  for  any  artwork  of 
any  kind.  They  offered  to  assist  the  Art  Commission  in 
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working  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  reconsider 
some  of  the  earlier  sites  proposed  by  the  artist. 
Subsequently,  Ms.  Manton  spoke  with  the  artist  who 
reaffirmed  his  strong  wishes  to  work  with  this 
particular  site. 

The  Commissioners  agreed  that  this  site  should  not 
necessarily  be  abandoned,  however  a  new  or  revised 
design  was  required.  Commissioner  Meyer  strongly  stated 
that  the  design  should  be  developed  in  collaboration 
with  the  building  architect  and  that  it  was  not 
appropriate  to  impose  an  artwork  on  top  of  his  design. 
Ms.  Manton  mentioned  that  this  was  her  intent,  however, 
she  needed  to  work  through  Moscone  staff  in  order  to 
find  out  exactly  who  the  architect  was  and  where  he  was 
located.  Apparently,  the  Moscone  staff  did  not  wish  to 
take  this  step  until  they  themselves  were  agreeable 
that  they  wished  to  pursue  an  artwork  at  this  site. 
Staff  was  directed  to  work  with  Moscone  to  further 
explore  the  placement  of  a  revised  design  on  the 
Esplanade  Rooftop  site.

III.  Gallery 

A.  Hallway  Exhibits 

Rupert  Jenkins  reported  on  recent  successful 
openings  for  the  Gallery  and  the  hallway  exhibits 
on  the  3rd  floor.   He  reported  that  a  small 
committee  was  being  formed  to  develop  policy 
regarding  the  3rd  floor  exhibits.   Their  first 
meeting  would  be  in  January,  1997.   He  also 
reported  that  recent  vandalism  to  a  series  of 
photographs  in  the  Visual  Aids  exhibit,  organized 
by  Supervisor  Katz * s  office,  pointed  to  the 
vulnerability  of  artworks  displayed  in  the 
hallways.   He  reported  that  these  artworks  were 
not  covered  by  glass. 

Discussion  ensued  regarding  the  possibility  of 
insurance  and/or  greater  surveillance  of  the 
artwork.   Mr.  Jenkins  reported  that  he  had  been 
looking  into  it,  but  so  far,  there  was  nothing 
available.   Commissioner  Gatti  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  Art  Commission   has  to  make  a 
total  disclaimer  regarding  protection  of  the 
artwork.   Curating  and  protecting  the  artwork  is 
not  the  Gallery's  primary  responsibility,  and  the 
Art  Commission  cannot  afford  to  get  further 
involved.   Mr.  Jenkins  reported  that  he  was 
seeking  a  $5,000  grant  to  help  the  artists  with 
framing  expenses  for  the  hallway  exhibit.

Commissioner  Gatti  reported  that  at  a  tour  of  the 
City  Hall  renovation  he  had  requested  that  the  155 
Grove  building  be  preserved.   As  a  result,  Mayor 
Brown  has  directed  DPW  staff  to  look  into 
preserving  the  155  Grove  St.  building. 
Commissioner  Gatti  reported  that  to  preserve  the 
building,  the  seismic  retrofitting  of  the  Gallery 
would  have  to  be  complete  by  August,  1997.

This 
proposal  also  received  unanimous  approval 
from  the  panel  and  the  Airport  Art  Steering 
Committee.

The  work  will  be  executed  in  Frey's 
signature  style,  but  it  is  yet  unclear  how 
many  figures  would  be  fabricated,  or  whether 
or  not  they  would  be  in  relief,  or  full 
figure  sculptures.   The  panel  and  the  AASC 
approved  her  as  an  artist  and  her  concept, 
but  wanted  further  clarification  of  her 
concept .

Squeak  Carnwath  ^

evocative  images.   The  final  work  would  be 
executed  in  ceramic  steel.   Ms.  Pontious 
reported  that  the  panel  and  AASC  had 
expressed  concern  about  how  the  intimacy  of 
the  painting,  and  the  artist's  hand,  would 
translate  to  a  large  scale  and  with   a 
mechanical  means  of  reproduction.   Ms. 
Pontious  showed  other  examples  artist's 
drawings  and  artwork  translated  to  ceramic 
steel.   She  reported  that  the  Ms.  Carnwath's 
green  grid  would  be  offset  from  the  grid  of 
the  steel  panels.

While 
the  panel  and  the  AASC  felt  that  this  was  one 
of  the  most  poetic  images  presented,  concern 
was  expressed  that  the  hand  was  too  ominous 
looking.   Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the 
artist  was  willing  to  work  with  the 
composition  to  modify  the  hand.

6.  Oliver  Jackson 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  while  the 
selection  panel  voted  for  Oliver  Jackson  was 
4  to  2 ,  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee 
voted  not  to  approve  his  proposal.   This  is 
because  Oliver  Jackson  does  not  work  from 
maquettes,  and  would  not  define  his  proposal 
any  more  than  the  sketches  he  presented. 
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'    Members  from  the  Airport  Art  Steering 

Committee  felt  that  this  was  too  much  of  a 
leap  of  faith,  and  not  fair  to  other  artists 
who  were  required  to  make  detailed  project 
proposals. 

Commissioner  Meyer  felt  that  the  drawings 
submitted  by  Mr.  Jackson  were  adequate  for 
him.   Staff  pointed  out  that  we  also  needed 
to  get  Airport  Commission  approval,  which  we 
were  unlikely  to  give  if  the  artist  was 
opposed  by  their  representatives  on  the  AASC. 

Jill  Manton  suggested  that  staff  be  directed 
to  identify  an  existing  work  by  Mr.  Jackson 
to  acquire  for  the  Airport.

I.  Discussion  of  Buster  Simpson's  Art  Concepts 

Jill  Manton  introduced  Buster  Simpson  who  summarized  the  various  components 
that  were  contained  ia  liis  proposal  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Open  Space  - 

1 .  A  large  scale  sculpture  of  a  foot  made  from  caixera  marble  that  had  myriad 
meanings  and  implications,  ie.  the  foot  of  the  Cit>',  the  foot  of  a  Cit>'  street,  the  foot 
of  the  ba>",  to  embark,  to  set  foot,  to  begin  a  journey,  and  perhaps,  most  significantly, 
to  mark  the  placement  of  the  footings  that  supported  the  elevated  freeway  that  once 
separated  the  cit\'  from  the  waterfront; 

2.  The  development  of  a  water  treatment  for  the  rear  portion  of  the  \'aillancourt 
Fountain; 

3.  Markers  on  the  gi'ound  plane  that  would  indicate  the  location  of  other  footings  for 
the  o\'erhead  freewa\'; 

4.  A  representation  of  the  underground  location  of  the  whaling  ship  ROMA; 

5.  Relocation  of  historic  monuments  King  Carios  and  De  Anza  from  Justin  Herman 
Plaza  South  to  the  foot  of  Market  Street  where  the}'  would  be  placed  on  a.xis  with 
Sacramento  Street,  reinforcing  the  street  giid,  also  canying  on  a  tradition  along 
Market  Street  of  placing  liistoric  monuments  on  the  north  side  of  the  street.  The 
monuments  would  also  recall  the  origin  of  the  plirase  BuU  and  Bear  Market  wliich 
apparent!}-  originated  in  a  kind  a  game  first  created  at  the  SF  Nhssion  Dolores. 

The  Commissioners  commended  Mr.  Simpson  on  the  extent  of  his  work  on  the 
project.  Jill  Manton  e.xplained  that  significant  reductions  in  the  overall  Open  Space 
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budget  have  now  precluded  moving  foi-ward  with  many  of  the  concepts  proposed. 
She  reported  that  there  was  a  good  lilielihood  that  the  foot  sculpaire  would  be 
funded  from  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Roadwa>'  budget  because  of  its  proposed 
location  on  the  promenade.  (Promenade  improvements  are  eligible  for  Roadwa>' 
funding.)  The  artist  communicated  why  a  land-side  location  near  the  foot  of  Clay 
Street  was  more  consistent  with  liis  original  concept  of  the  foot  commemorating  the 
past  elevated  freeway  of  wliich  there  is  no  longer  a  trace.  A  discussion  ensued  about 
the  merits  of  the  landside  vs.  the  promenade  location.  Boris  Dramov  made  a  stong 
case  that  the  promenade  location  was  not  only  less  ph}'sicall\'  constrained  for  the 
placement  of  the  sculpture,  on  the  promenade,  the  sculpture  would  rest  on  a  more 
significant  footing,  that  of  the  seawall,  which  was  the  basis  for  the  development  and 
giowlh  of  the  Embarcadero.  The  Commissioners  concurred  and  the  artist  agieed  to 
work  with  the  promenade  site.  Discussion  about  the  heiglit  and  design  of  the  pedestal 
upon  wliich  the  sculpture  will  rest  continued.  The  artist  will  conduct  further 
investigation  of  the  structural  issues  and  develop  a  proposal  for  the  pedestal  to  be 
reviewed  b\'  the  Committee  at  a  subsequent  meeting.  A  motion  was  passed  to 
support  the  location  of  the  foot  sculpture  by  Buster  Simpson  on  the  promenade, 
pending  the  structural  feasibilit>'  of  doing  this  witliin  the  project  budget.

At  tliis  point,  there  was  some  discussion  about  the  proposed  relocation  of  tvvo 
liistoric  monuments,  De  Anza  and  King  Carlos,  to  a  Market  Street  location.  Jill 
Manton  reminded  the  Comjnission  that  the  relocation  was  clearlv  subject  to  Art 
Commission  approval,  as  reflected  in  the  City  charter  and  stated  that  tliis  was  a 
Collections  issue.  Manager  Debra  Lehane  should  be  involved  in  the  discussion 
regarding  this  proposal  as  v\eU.  The  Commissioners  wanted  more  infonnation  before 
a  decision  and  sugested  that  historical  experts  be  consulted  about  the  significance  of 
these  t\vo  monuments.  Commissioner  Lisac  expressed  liis  concern  that  relocating  the 
monuments  to  this  location  miglit  be  giving  undue  prominence  to  the  role  of  the 
Spanish  in  San  Francisco.  No  action  was  taken  on  this  part  of  the  artist's  proposal  at 
this  time. 

II.  Discussion  of  China  Skv'  by  Bill  Maxwell 

JiU  Manton  explained  to  the  Cormnission  that  there  had  been  signficant  and  vocal 
opposition  to  the  proposed  location  of  China  Sky  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street.  It  was 
seen  as  a  symbohc  interuption  of  the  intersection  of  Market  Street  with  the 
Embarcadero.  There  was  also  concern  voiced  that  it  would  interfere  with  the  abilitv' 
of  vehicles  and  floats  to  access  Market  Street  during  parades  and  civic  celebrations. 
Ms=  Manton  stated  her  opinion  that  it  was  imnractical  to  \hh)k  that  the  Art 
Commission  could  overcome  the  opposition.  The  resolutions  passed  at  both  the  Cit}" 


Planning  Conrmriission  and  the  Board  of  Supemsors  approved  the  overall  urban 
design  scheme  with  the  al•t^vork  in  another  location  other  than  the  foot  of  Market 
Street.  Discussion  ensued  regarding  the  avarlabilitN'  of  other  sites  for  the  aitvvork.  The 
Commissioners  voiced  their  reservations  about  placing  the  artwork  on  Block  202 
where  its  implementation  would  be  liiil>:ed  to  that  of  the  proposed  utidergiound  Port 
parking  garage.  The  artist  indicated  liis  willingness  to  consider  other  sites  and  to 
revise  the  design  to  be  both  above-grade  as  well  as  a  penetration  of  the  earth.  Boris 
Dramov  suggested  that  Rincon  Park  miglit  be  an  appropriate  location  as  well  as  an 
area  adjacent  to  Justin  Herman  Plaza  where  a  Butterfl)'  Museum  Habitat  has  been 
proposed.  These  two  sites  were  of  interest  to  both  the  artist  and  the  Conmiissioners. 
They  directed  Ms.  Manton  to  investigate  the  feasibilit}'  of  either  of  the  abo\'e  sites 
for  Cliina  Sky.  Ms.  Manton  further  infonued  the  Committee  that  there  were  no 
funds  to  compensate  the  artist  to  continue  to  resolve  the  design  of  China  Sky,  nor  to 
modify-  it  for  a  new  location,  let  along  to  actually  implement  the  aitwork  This  project 
was  to  have  been  fimded  as  part  of  the  overall  Open  Space  improvement  budget. 
With  little  or  no  funding  for  the  Open  Space  improvements,  the  art  budget  has  all  but 
disappeared.  Ms.  Manton  indicated  her  willingness  to  research  fimding  opportunities, 
to  write  grants,  etc  and  requested  that  the  Commissioners  pass  on  am'  suggestions 
they  ma\'  have.
